Jackson purk 
was quiet yesterday in 


honor of Chicago's dead mayor. Instead 
of oratory, music and fetes and the flut- 
tering of thousands of banners, tljere was 
everywhere the evidence of aileut regret. 


The great ejspo-dtion iiiBrely closed by 


limitation of the act of congress; the flags 
vere at half mast, but at sunset the na- 
tional salutie of !il guns was flred as an an- 
nouncement that the nation's fair had offi- 
cially closed. 


At 11 o'clock, in Festival hall, the big 


meeting which had 
been planned for 


speeches of congratulation and of present- 
ing to foreign commissioners the evidencea 
of success of their exhibitions wa* aban- 
doned, so far as those features were 
con- 


cerned. 


When tbe invited guests and the public 


reached the hall it was to hear resolutioua 
of regret over the taking away of Carter 
Harrison. 
The ceremonies were simple 


and impressive, for they ended with the 
adoption of the resolutions. 


Mourning Evorywbare, 


From turret, dome and spire of the 


white city's palaces hung the emblems 
of the nations at mourning h.'ightonthe 
dying day of the World's Columbian ex- 
position. 


The people came and, looking toward 


the sun-lit sky of blue, renli/cd that not 
only ChicaKo mourned, but aiso the whole 
world of humanity as represented at the 
exposition. They found no evidences of 
ri-.ioiemg over the crowning achievement 
of the ase; no sounds of sweet music in 
the court of honor; no raorry throngs, no 
celebration — only H solemn stillness, an 
unparalleled tribute to the mainory of 
Chicago's mayor. 


The multitude Inid their tribu to of re- 


fspfcet ou the bier ot" the cissassin's victim 
as much by their presence and their quiet 
actions as if they had laid rich flowers ou 
the casket and unionized the dead in 
elo- 


quent speech. The greatest expositiou the 
world has witnessed died in tbe same 
gloom and silence which pervaded the 
home of the afflict'ed family. 


Tribute to tins n«n<l Mayor. 


At 11 o'clock, tbe committee of la which 


was chosen LO draft the resolutions which 
were rfad to thf> people in Festival hall 
met in President Higinbothaui's office. 
The resolutions expressed at purne lens?th, 
and in tho most sympathetic language at 
the committee's command, tho general 
sorrow aad shoc'i which the tragic end of 
the World's fair city's ctii&f magistrate 
created iu the he«rt'« and minds of the na- 
tional commisdioiu'ra, foreign and state 
representatives, the board of lady mana- 
gers, the exhibitors, the directors and 
executive officers of the exposition. 


At Festival hall, later, came the formal 


announcement by President Palmer of 
the mayor's death and a statement that 
all exercises of the festive character would 
be omitted. The resolutions were then

Instead 
of oratory, music and fetes and the flut- 
tering o£ thousands oE banners, tl^ere was 
everywhere the evidence of silent regret. 


The great exposition marely closed ty 


limitation of the act of congress; the flags 
vere ac half mast, buc at sunset the na- 
tional sulnue of iil guns was fired as an an- 
nouncement that the nation's fair had offi- 
cially closed. 


At 11 o'clock, in Festival hall, the big 


meeting which had 
been planned for 


speeches of congratulation and of present- 
ing to foreign commissioners the evidences 
of success of their exhibitions win aban- 
doned, so far as those features were con- 
cerned. 


When the invited pruests and the public 


reached the hall it was to hear resolutions 
o£ regret over the taking away of Carter 
Harrison. 
The ceremonies were simple 


uiid impressive, (or they ended with the 
adoption of tbe resolutions. 


Rluuriiliiir Everywhere. 


From turret, dome and spire of tho 


white city's palaces liung the emblems ! 
of the nations at mourning h?ight on the : 
dying day of the World's Columbian ex- j 
position. 


The people cnme and, looking coward 


the snu-lit sky of blue, realized that not 
only Chicago mourned, out also the whole 
world of humanity as represented at the 
exuosition. Thty found no evidences of 
rejoicinj; over the crowning achievement 
o£ tbe acre; no sounds of sweet music in 
tbe court of honor; no marry throngs, no 
celebration—only a solemn stillness, an 
unparalleled tribute to the memory of 
Chicago's mayor. 


Tbe multitude lold their tribute of re- 


specs on the bier of the assassin's victim 
as much by their presence and their quiet 
actions as if they had laid rich flowers on 
the casket and eulogised the dead in elo- 
quent speech. The greatest exposiuou the 
world has witnessed died in the same 
gloom, and silence which pervaded 
the 


home of the afflicted family. 


Tribute to tlie Daitd Mayor. 


Atll o'clock the committee of 12 which 


was chosen to draft ihe resolutions which 
were read to tho p?ople in HV^Ciival hall 
met in President Higiabotliain's office. 
The resulutioas expressed at some lengtL, 
and in tho most sympatbotic language at 
the committee's command, the general 
sorrow and shook which the tragic end of 
the "World's lair city's chief magistrate 
created in the hesrt« and minds of the na- 
tiuaal commissioners,, foreign and state 
representative!*, the board of lady mana- 
gers, tho exhibitors, 
the" directors and 


executive officers of the exposition. 


At Festival hall, later, came the formal 


announcement by President Palmer of 
the mayor's death and a statement that 
all exercises of the festive character would 
be omitted. The resolutions were then 
presented without 
any accompanying 


speech, although many eloquent orators 
were pry sent. The resolutions expressed 
in their sympathy and sentiments nil that 
orators could say. 


The foreign and American representa- 


tives, as well as the governing oodles of 
the exposition, Who were seated on the 
platform and in the body of the ball, 
showed by their rising, in response to the 
request from President Palmer, that the 
resolutions voiced the sorrow and sym- 
pathy of all the world, because the world 
was represented them 


President Palmer then formally an- 


nounced that in compliance with tbe act 
oE congress the exposition was officially at 
an end as a World's exposition. 
After 


Rev. T)r. Barrows had offered up a short 
prayer and pronounced tho benediction, 
the gathering of mourners quietly dis- 
persed. 


The World's fair, like Carter Harrison,

Mr..HarriRa,n at this point moved to ad- 


journ and the motion, ^iu carried 7- to C, 


After Which He is Safely Lodged in 


Prison. 


NEW YOKE, Oct. 31. — At 3:36 o'clock 


yesterday afternoon a crazy man fired two 
thols from a six-barrelled revolver into 
the stomach of ^ mau whom ho, iu his in- 
sanity, imagined lind done him n wrong. 
The man who was shot was ."Frederick 
Matthias. The man who did tho shoot- 
ing is said to be named Thomas Bradley. 


Matthias is superintendent of construc- 


tion of the new Postal Telesraph building 
at Murray street and Broadway. 
But 


for the fact that 10 policemen of the Broad- 
way squad with their bodies and batons 
defended the prostrate, bleeding, mangled 
and shrieking form of the would-ba mur- 
derer, an infuriated mob of over 1500 men, 
armed with sticks, oluba and atones, would 
have lynched him. The police had all 
they could do to keep bnolr. the struggling 
crowd, and, as it was, many a head wan 
cracked by the police in iheir strangles to 
gee the crazy irmn away. 


The first intimation that the citizens 


promenading: oo. Broadway at that hour 
had that anything out of the way was no- 
ing OD, was when the ambulance from, the 
Chambers street hospital dashed up in 
front of the Postal Telegraph corapauy's 
now building. Five minutes before that 
100 excited men had vushed out from the 
basement of the building. 
They cried 


"Police" and "Murder," und immediately 
there was .in immense and excited throng 
all around that corner. In u shori time 
doctors appeared from the huildlng with a 
stretcher, on which was tbe form of a 
man. Blood dropped through, uholuiii 
the middle of the stretcher to tho street. 
The man on the stretcher was cryiug, 
moaning aud cursing. 


Crowd Beouinn Excitbtl. 


"He's killed me,'1 was all that, the 


crowd could hear. la an instaut the bn.se- 
ment of the building out o£ which the 
mtui had been carried wns iilled with Ji 
Burgiug crowd. Behind a pilo of cornice 
was a mau who had attempted a murder. 
The crowd then made it dash for the uar- 
row exits, and there was the wildest 
scene of confusion. A pistol, shot from 
behind the pilo of cornice did not help to 
keep the crowd from going too f«st. Men 
hit each other with the fury ot fear in 
their hearts, mid 
half 
a dozen were 


trampled down. 


News bad reached tbe police station that 


amadman was IOOBO in the new postal 
hulldlng, and the police were immediately 
sent to 
the scene. 
They cleared the 


place and marched into the basement. 


Behind the pile of cornice iu the north- 


east corner lay the man 
M-UO had at- 


tempted to murder Superintendent Mat- 
thias. Tho police learned that he had 
llred only two shots from his revolver aud 
that he had four more to shoot, so that 
they advanced cautiously. 


They took up positions behind piles of 


cornice, which had been rapidly thrown 
up as breastworks. To scare the man out 
the police opened fire and about 20 shots 
in all were fired. The man did not come 
out at the first volley, but when a police- 
man got ap on top'of the pile, while tho 
others were averting the man's attention, 
,nd 
pointed a pistol at him, already 


cocked, aud told him that unless he came 
out in three miuutes he would be a dead 
man, the man threw up his hands. 


The policeman took out his watch and 


called out at tue end of one minute, then 
at the second minute. Then there was an 
ominous clicking HS every policeman in 
the crowd cocked his revolver. A moment 
later and the policeman on top of the pile 
came rolling down. There was a report of 
a pistol and the crowd cried out that the 
policeman had been shot. . 


The Capture. 


This proved untrue, as the policeman 


jumped np Immediately. 
Then the cry 


went up that the man had cotuo from be- 
hind the pile of cornices. 
Policeman Gil- 


lespie made a rush at the man hefore he 
got to the exit to Broadway and hit him a 
crack over r.he head with his stick. The 
man, shrieking and crying, striklne out 
right and left with his fists, was felled to 
the ground, and half a doznu policemen 
fell on top of lim. It required three min- 
utes' steady clubbing to subdue him. 


Then ensue 1 another wild rush, and the 


crowd tried t' get at the man to lynch 
him. 
The policemen had the greatest 


difficulty in getting the man through tho 
crowd to the station house. 


The man had been 
L loafing around 
the 


building all day. He had beon hiding be- 
hind piles of bricks and saying thac tho 
policemen and the superiutendi<nt were 
after him. trying to murder him for steal- 
ing $500. At 3:SO o'clock he came from be- 
hind a pile, and slopped up to the super- 
intendent and deliberately fired two shots 
into Ma stomach. Then, waving his um- 
brella and calling for "the men to keop 
back, he took refuge behind a pilo of 
bricks. 


At the station the prisoner said his 


narca was Thomas Bradley; that he was 
81 years old, and that he was born in Ire- 
land. He said thac he had no occupation 
and no home. He wns starving when be 
went to ask for work at the Postal Tele- 
graph building yesterday. 
Work had 


been refused him, he sftid. He wna in 
despair. 


He asked Superintendent Matthias for 


•work again yesterday afternoon and was 
roughly ordered away. Then he said he 
tried to protest, nnrl Superintendent Mat- 


tliius had drawn a revolver and shot at 
him. Then he drew his own pi.stol anil 
shot at his nasailunt- Superintendent Mat- 
thias' death is said to he certain. 


And Still Another. 


NEW YOKE, Oct. 81.—Another crank to 


brottk out as tho probable result of tho 
killing o£ Mayor Harrison of Chicniro 
made a plunsje into the office of Edwin. 
Gould yesterday afternoon. Ho saw Gould 
and demanded $3000 from him. Mr. Gould 
realized on the moment that ho had u 
crauk to deal with, and acted with c'ool- 
nosa and discretion. Beforu the UZHU could 
do ;my mischief a detectlvo had him hand- 
cuffed sal'oly and ou his way to police 
headquarters. His name, ho said, was 
Mangolia Andrews, and he came from 
K-osedale, Kau. The only explanation he 
hud to ofC«r for otvlliug on Gould, nud 
demanding 
S'5000 
was that 
ho 
hud 


lost that amnimt ns thu rusult of 
the 


utrlkb on the ChiciiEo, Unvliimtou aud 
Quiucy rood about u yeur j\nd ;t half ago, 
nnd he held Gould ru*pousiblu for tho luos.

But tlm was not all for on a bed in an 


ttpper'rooin clothed and cold in death with 
decomposition setting in, lay their sou, lid- 
ward Cunnings, aged 30 years. 
Heart dis- 


ease was the cause according to the medi- 
cal examiner, and Undertaker p'Donnell 
interred the remains without an inquest. 


The old man and woman were taken to 


the city farm where they will receive prop- 
er care, and tho house will be ventilated 
and fumigated.

SQUALOR AND DEATH IN A TEN- 
EMENT ON JEFFERSON STREET. 


Board of HealtU Fonnd it Oat and Medi- 


cal BxamLner Irish Was Calictl in. 


The most deplorable condition of squalor 


and misery that has come to light for a 
long time was discovered yesterday by the 
board of health. 


A tenement at 20 Jefferson street, occu- 


pied by James Cummings and his wife El- 
len, and their son Edward, was the scene 
of this misery, and the family itself for 
some time had been in destitute circum- 
stances. 


During the morning, yesterday, consid- 


erable noise came from within the tene- 
ment, while in the afternoon, a suspicious 
quiet reigned. 


When the board of health arrived at the 


place they founds marks of wretchedness 
and filth on every side. 


The rooms had probably not been swept 


or washed for a long time. The old woman 
in a demented condition, scantily clad in 
a filthy gown aud apparently 
half starved 


wandered about the rooms unable to say 
anything intelligible. 


On a bed leading from the kitchen lay a 


itiao about GO years old who was bcaslly 
drunk. He was found to be partially par- 
alyzed and his limbs and body in a terrible 
condition being covered with scrofulous 
sores. 


But this was not all for on a bed in an 


upper'room clothed and cold in death with 
decomposition setting in, lay their son, Ed- 
ward Cunnings, aged 36 years. Heart dis- 
ease was the cause according to the medi- 
cal examiner, and Undertaker O'Donnell 
interred the remains without an inquest. 


The old man and woman were taken to 


the city farm where they will receive prop- 
er care, and the house will be ventilated 
and fumigated.

A com- 
petent instructor might be engaged to 
come from Boston four evenings a week 
for the season at a reasonable expense. 


The committee, therefore, recommended 
the opening of a school for fifty pupils in 
manual training and the engagement of an 
instructor. 


Mr. Greene said a. class of Greeks occu- 


pied the Worthen street school in the eve- 
nings and he would not like to have them 
disturbed.

Tribute to tlxii Dead Mayor. 


At 11 o'clock the committee of 12 which 


was chosen to draft 'he resolutions which 
were read to the people in Festival hall 
met iu President Higinbotlinm's office. 
The resolution!) expressed at some length, 
and in the most sympathetic language at 
the committee's command, the general 
sorrow and sLock which the tragic end of 
the World's fair city's chief magistrate 
created iu tho hearts and minds of the na- 
tional commissioners, foreign and state 
representatives, the board of lady mana- 
gers, the exhibitors, the directors and 
executive officers of the exposition. 


At Festival ball, later, came the formal 


announcement by President Palmer of 
the mayor's death and a statement that 
all exercises of the festive character would 
be omitted. The resolutions were then 
presented without 
any accompanying 


speech, alt'iiouuh many eloquent orators 
were present. The resolutions expressed 
in their sympathy and sentiments all that 
orators could say. 


Tbo foreign aud American representa- 


tives, as well as the governing bodies of 
the exposition, wi.o were seated on the 
platform and in the body of tho hall, 
showed by their rising, in response to the 
request from President Palmer, that the 
resolutions voiced the sorrow and sym- 
pathy of all the world, because the world 
was represented there.

Tha Capture. 


Thia proved untrue, as the policeman

went up that the man had come from be- 
hind the pile of cornices. 
Policeman Gil- 


lespie made )i rush at the man before be 
got to the exit to Broadway and hit him a, 
crack over the head with his stick. Tho 
man, shrieking and crying, striking out 
»ight and left with his fists, was felled to 
the ground, and half a dozen policemen 
fell on top of »iru. It required three min- 
utes' steady clubbing to subdue him. 


Then ensue ' another wild rush, and the 


crowd tried t- get at the man to lynch 
him. 
The policemen had the greatest 


difficulty in getting the man through the 
crowd to the station house. 


The man had been loafing around the 


building all day. He had been hiding be- 
hind piles of bricks and saying that the 
policemen and the superintendent were 
after him trying to murder him for steal- 
ing 1500. At 8:30 o'clock he came from be- 
hind a pile, and stepped up to the super- 
intendent and deliberately fired two shots 
into hla stomach. Then, waving his um- 
brella and calling for the n>eu to keep 
back, he took refuge behind a pile of 
bricks. 
At the station the prisoner said his 


name was Thomas Bradley; that he was 
81 years old, and th»t he was born in Ire- 
land. He said that he bad no occupation 
and no home. He was starving when he 
went to ask for work at the Postal Tele- 
graph building 
yesterday. 
Work had 


been refused him, he said. He was in 
despair. 
He asked Superintendent Matthias for 


work again yesterday afternoon and was 
roughly ordered away. Then he said he 
tried to protest, and Superintendent Mfct- 


bad drawn a revolver and sbot at 


him. 
Then he drew his own pistol and 


shot at his assailant. Superintendent Mat- 
thiuu' death i» said to be certain.

A genera] discussion then followed on 


the destitution existing in Lowell. 
Many 


of Ihe clergymen present said that they re- 
ceived many applications for aid during 
tbe week. 


Messrs. Mcrria.rn, Wingren. and Saun- 


ders were appoinlccl a committee to get at 
tbe facts concerning the condition of the 
people. 


Rev. A. Q. Davis, John C. Burke and 


Warren L. Floyd were appointed a com- 
mittee for tbe suppression of indecent pic- 
tures on bill boards, and Rev. J. O. Camp- 
bell, Wm. F. Hills and George W. Batcbel- 
der for abolition of Sunday concerts, 


Eev. Mr. Merriam then moved that sec-

EVERYWHERE DEPLORED.

CHICAGO, Oct. SI.—The whrto city

Jackson park was quiet yesterday in 
honor of Chicago's dead mayor. Instead 
of oratory, music and fetes and the flut- 
tering of thousands of banners, there waa 
everywhere the evidence of silent regret. 


The great exposition merely closed by 


limitation of the act of congress; the flags 
vere at half masfc, baG at sunset the na- 
tional saluoe of 31 guns was flred as an an- 
nouncement that the nation's fair, had offi- 
cially closed. 


At 11 o'clock, in Festival hall, the big 


meet!nff which had 
be^n planned for 


speeches of congratulation' and of present- 
ing tofxirpigncotamissioners the evidences 
of success of their exhibitions was aban- 
doned, so lar as those features were con- 
cerned. 


When the invited guests and tha public 


reached the hall it was to hear resolutions 
of reyretorer the taking away of Carter 
Harrison. 
The ceremonies were simple 


iind impressive, for they ended with, the 
adoption, of the resolutions. 


Dlouruliiff Everywhere. 


From turret, florae and spire of the 


white city's palaces hung the emblems 
of theno.tion.3 at mcmming hf igbt on. Lhe 
dying day o£ the World's Columbian ex- 
po.4itiou. 


The people came and, looking toward 


the sun-lit sky of blue, realized that not 
only Chicago mourned, but also the whole 
world of huui'unity aa represented at the 
exposition. They fan.ad no evidences of 
rejoicing over the 'Crowning achievement 
of the a^e; no sounds of sweeC music in 
the courc of honor; no merry throngs, no 
celebration—only a solemn stillness, an 
unparalleled tribute to the memory of 
Chicago's mayor.

us much Ijy their presence and their u.uiet 
actions as if tbey had laid rich no;vers on 
the casket and eulogized the dead in elo- 
quent speech. The greatest exposition the 
world bus witnessed died in the same 
gloom and silence which pervaded the 
iiocna of the afflicted family. 


Tribute to tlin Dead Mayor. 


At 11 o'clock the committee of 12 which, 


was chosen to draft r.ue resolutions which 
were read to the people in Festival hall 
met in President Hi^ciubotham's office. 
The resolutions expressed at some length, 
and in the most sympathetic language at 
the committee's command, the general 
sorrow and shock which the tragic end of 
the World's fair city's chief ."magistrate 
created iu the hearts and minds of the na- 
tional commissioners, foreign and state 
reuresentatives, the board of lady mana- 
gers, the exhibitors, the directors and 
executive officers of the exposition. 


At Festival hall, later, came the formal 


announcement by President Palmer of 
the mayor's death and a statement that 
all exercises of the festive character would 
be omitted. The resolutions were then 
presented 
without: 
any 
accompanying 


speech, altiiouah many-eloquent orators 
were present. The resolutions expressed 
in their sympathy and sentiments all that 
orators could say. 


The foreign and American representa- 


tives, as well as the governing bodies of 
the exposition, wno were seated on the 
platform and in the body oE the hall, 
showed by their rising, in response to the 
request from President Palmer, that the 
resolutions voiced the sorrow and sym- 
pathy of all the world, because the world 
was represented tbere.

A CRANK 


New York Deliberately 
Attempts Murder. 


HAS A LIVELY SKIRMISH WITH 


THE 
POLICE. 


After Which He is Safely Lodged in 


Prison, 


NEW YonK, Oct. 3L—At 3:36 
o'clwefc 


yesterday afternoon a crazy man flred two 
uhots from n six-barrelled revolver into 
the stomach oJ; a man whom he, in his in- 
Banity, imagined had done him a wronir. 
Tho man who waa shot was Frederick 
Matthias. The man wuo did the shoot- 
Ing is said to he named Thomasi Bradley. 


Matthias is superintendent ol' construc- 


tion of the new Postal Telegraph building 
at Murray street and Broadway. 
But 


for the fact that 10 policemen of tho Broad- 
way squad with their bodies and batons 
defended tbe prostrate, bleeding, mangled 
and shriekinp form of tho would-be mur- 
derer, an iufu.ria.ted mobo£ over 1GOO men, 
armed with sticks, clubs and stones, would 
have lynched him. 
The police had all 


they could do to keep bacK the struggling 
crowd, and, as it was, many ahead was 
cracked oy the police iu their struggles to 
get the crazy man away. 


The first intimation that tho citizens 


promenading* on Broadway ut that hour 
had that anything out of the way was ao- 
ingon, was when the ambulance from tha 
Chjinibers street hosnital dashed up in 
front of the Postal Telegraph company's 
new buildincr. Five minutes before that 
100 excited men had rushed out from tht 
basement of the building. They cried 
"Police" and "Murder," and immediately 
there was :in immense and excited throng 
nil arovmd tnat corner. In a short time 
doctors apnearad from the building with a 
stretcher, on which was tho form ol! a 
man. 
"Blood dropped through a hole in 


the middle o£ tha stretcher to the street. 
The uiau on the stretcher was cryins, 
moaning and cursing. 


Crowd I3eau.me Excited. 


"He's killed me," 
was all that tho 


crowd could hear. In an Instant the base- 
ment of the building out of which the 
man had been carried was filled with a 
surging crowd. Behind a pile of cornice 
was a man who hail attempted a murder. 
The ci'owd then made -a dash for tho nar- 
row exits, and there was the wildest 
scene of confusion. 
A pistol shoe from 


bebind-the pile of cornice did not help to 
keep the crowd.from Roiug too fast. 
Men 


hit each other with the fury of fear in 
their hearts, aud hall a dozen were- 
trampled down. 


NBSTS had reached tbe police station that 


a madman was loose in the new postal 
"building, and the police were immediately 
sent 
to 
the scene. 
They cleared the 


place and marched into the basement. 


Behind the pile of cornice in the 
north- 


east corner lay the man who had at- 
tempted to murder Superintendent Mat- 
thias. The police learned that he had 
fired only two shots from his revolver and 
that he had four more to shoot, so that 
they advanced cautiously. 


They took up positions behind piles. oE 


cornice, which had been rapidly thrown 
up as breastworks. To scare the man out 
the police opened fire and about 20 shots 
in all were fired. The man did uot coma 
out at the firjt volley, but when a police- 
man got up on top of tbe pile, while the 
others were averting the man's attention, 
and 
pointed a pistol at him, already 


cocked, and told him that unless he canio 
out in three minutes he would bs a dead 
man, the man threw up his handa. 


The policeman took out his watch and 


called out'at tuo end of one minute, then 
at the second minute. Then there was an 
ominous clicking as every policeman in 
the crowd cocked his revolver. A moment 
later and the policeman on top of the pile 
came rolling down. There was a report of 
a pistol aud the crowd cried out .that tho 
policeman had been shot. 


The Capture. 


This proved untrue, as tho policeman 


jumped up immediately. 
Then the cry 


went up that the man had come from be- 
hind the pile of cornices. 
Policeman Gil- 


lespie made ^i rush at the miiu before he 
ffot to the exic to Broadway and hit him a 
crack over r,he head wltu his stick. The 
man, shrieking and crying, striking out 
right and left with his fisis, was lelled to 
the ground, and half a dozen policemen 
fell on top of. '»im. It required three min- 
utes' steady clubhing to subdue him. 


Then ensue-1 another wild rush, and the 


crowd tried t.<* net at the man to lynch 
him. 
The policemen had the greatest 


difficulty in getting the man through the 
crowd to the station house. 


The man had been loafing around the 


building all day. 
He had been hiding be- 


hind piles oJ bricks and saying that the 
policemen and the superiutendent were 
after him trying to murder him £or steal- 
ing $500. At 8:30 o'clock be came from be- 
hind a pile, and stepped up to the super- 
intendent and deliberately flred two shots 
into his stomuch. Then, waving big um- 
brella and calling for the nieii to keep 
back, he took refuge behind a pile of 
bricks. 


At the station the prisoner said his 


name was Thomas Bradley; that he was 
81 years old, and that he was born, in Ire- 
land. He said that he had no occupation 
and no home. He was starving when ha 
went to ask for work at the Postal Tele- 
graph building yesterday. 
Work had 


been refused him, he said. He was in 
despair. 


He asked Superintendent MatthiaB for 


work again yesterday afternoon and was 
roughly ordered away. Then he said he 
tried to protest, avid Superintendent Mat- 


thias hnd drawn a revolver auel. shot at 
him. 
Then he draw his own pistol anil 


shot at his assailant. Superintendent Mat- 
thias' death is said to bo certain.

NEW YOKE, Oct. 31,—Another crank to 


break out as the probable result of the 
k'illiug of Mayor Harrison of Chicago 
made a plunge into tbe olflco of Edwin 
G-ould j'efltorday of ternnon. He saw Gould 
and demanded $5000 from him. Mr. Gould 
realized ou tho moment that ha had a 
crank to deal wltu. aud acted with cool- 
HBSS aud discretion. Bolore the man could 
do any mischief u doLectivo had him hand- 
cuffed safely and on bis way to police 
headquarters. His name, he said, was 
MangpliA ' Andrews, and lio cetme from 
Hosedale, Kan.

A FEARFUL SCENE. 


SQUALOR AND DEATH IN A TEN- 
EMENT ON JEFFEESON STREET. 


Eoaid cl neulth Founa it Out and Medi- 


cal Examiner Irish Wns Called in. 


The most deplorable condition of squalor 


pud misery that has come to lljht for a 
long time was discovered yesterday by tbe 
board of health. 


A tenement at 23 Jefferson street, occu- 


pied by J.imes Cummings and his wife El- 
len, and their son Edward, was the scene 
of this misery, and tbe family itself for 
some time had been in destitute circum- 
stances. 


Dnring the morning, yesterday, consid- 


erable noise came from within the tene- 
ment, while In the afternoon, a suspicious 
quiet reigned. 


When the board of health arrived at the 


place they found] marks of wretchedness 
and filth on every side. 


The rooms had probably not been swept 


pr washed for 3 long time. The old woman 
in a demented condition, scantily clad in 
a filtby gown and apparently half starved 
wandered about the rooms unable to say 
acytbicg intelligible. 


Oa a bed leading from the kitchen lay a 


man a'ooul 60 years old S'ho was beastly 
drunk. HP was found to be partially par- 
alvze'.l and his limbs aud body in a terrible 
condition being covered with scrofulous 
sores. 


But this was not all for on a bed in an 


npper room clothed and cold in death with 
decomposition setting in, lay their son, Ed- 
ward Cunnings, aged 30 years. Heart dis- 
ease was the cause acrording to tbe medi- 
cal examiner, and Undertaker O'Donnell 
interred the remains without an inquest. 


The old man and woman were taken to 


the cily farm where they will receive prop- 
er care, and the bouse will be ventilated 
and fumigated.

XistQn to Petitions for luiprorementB and 


Act tlpou Thorn. 


The committee on streets went on a tour 


of inspection yesterday afternoon of various 
places in Wards One, Two, Three, Four 
and Six, ivhere improvements had heen 
asked for.

several petitions for street improvements.

convenience. Mr. Dewar, ft representative 
of Smith & Shedd, remonstrated, slating 
that the persons owning the property on 
which the proposed sidewalk borders, did 
not desire to stand the expense of putting 
in a sidewalk. 


C. D. Foley and a few others spoke in 


favor of placing a new sidewalkonN'ewhall 
street, claiming that one Is needed owing 
to the bad condition the walk is in in 
stormy weather.
